Hastings are hereby authorized and empowered to issue inwhatameunt,
the bonds of the city of Hastings to an amount not exceed-
ing five thousand dollars, with interest coupons attached,
and pledge the faith of the city for the payment of the
principal and interest at the time or times in said bonds
or coupons named.
